A Measure Introduced to Define As 
aaulta on Presidents, Vice Presi- 
dents, Cabinet Members and 
Supreme Justices.

When tin anarchist escapes this In 
quisitlon he may be seized by the 
commissioner general of inquiry anil 
If after a thorough nnd satisfactory 
.Inquiry he 1b found to be a menace to 
this government as an anarchist, ho 
may be deported to the country from 
which he came.
